Verizon Buying MCI for $6.7B 


NEW YORK I Verizon Communications is 
acquiring MCI for $6.75 billion, a swift 
response to the acquisition of AT&T by SBC 
Communications Inc. and the third big tele- 
phone industry merger in two months. 

The agreement announced Monday, 
scuttling a competing bid for MCI by Qwest 
Communications, will result in about 7,000 
job cuts from the combined Verizon-MCI 
work force of about 250,000. 

The purchase price was about a half billion 
dollars below what Qwest offered for Ashburn, 
Va. -based MCI, which recently changed its 
name from WorldCom after emerging from 


bankruptcy and a huge financial fraud. 

Verizon, the dominant local phone compa- 
ny in the Northeast and a top cellular player, 
likely won MCI’s favor because it is larger and 
in better financial shape than Qwest. 

While consumer advocates expressed 
worry, it’s not clear the loss of AT&T and 
MCI as rivals will free their acquirers to 
boost prices for long-distance phone calls. 
That’s because many consumers and busi- 
nesses already are taking advantage of money- 
saving alternatives — especially cell phones 
and Internet-based phone services from cable 
TV companies and others, (ap)

Killed in 
Lebanon 

Massive Beirut blast kills 10, 
raising fears of more violence 

BEIRUT, LEBANON I A powerful bomb assas- 
sinated a former prime minister Monday, 
carving a 30 -foot hole in a street and turning 
armored cars into burning wrecks — devas- 
tation that harked back to Lebanon’s violent 
past and raised fears of new bloodshed in 
the bitter dispute over Syria, the country’s 
chief power broker. 

The blast wounded 100 people and killed 
10, including the main target: Rafik Hariri, a 
billionaire businessman who helped rebuild 
Lebanon after its civil war, 
but had recently fallen out 
with Syria. 

The United States 
called the attack “a terri- 
ble reminder” that Lebanon 
still must shake free of 
occupation by Syria — the 
neighbor that keeps 15,000 
troops here and influences virtually all key 
political decisions. 

Syria denied any role and condemned 
the assassination. But opposition leaders in 
Lebanon said they held both the Lebanese 
and Syrian governments responsible. 

Hariri, 60, left office in October but had 
the wealth and the prominence to maintain 
some degree of independence from Syria, 
while never moving toward total defiance. 

His recent shift toward the opposition had 
given a boost to calls for the withdrawal of 
Syrian troops — and his death silenced an 
influential and moderate voice that could 
prove hard to replace, bassem mroue (ap)

Flu Shots Don’t Save Lives 
In Elderly, Study Suggests 

A new study based on more than 
three decades of U.S. data suggests 
that giving flu shots to the elderly has 
not saved any lives. The study led by 
the National Institutes of Health, 
should influence the U.S. flu pre- 
vention strategy, perhaps by expand- 
ing vaccination to schoolchildren, 
the biggest spreaders of the virus, 
epidemiologist Lone Simonsen, the 
study’s lead author, said, (ap)

Robert 
Bonelli Jr., 25, sent shoppers scram- 
bling for safety Sunday after shoot- 
ing his way into the Hudson Valley 
Mall, authorities said. He gave up 
after he ran out of ammunition and

Bush Requests $82B for War Costs 


President calls on 
Congress to increase 
Iraq, Afghan funding 

WAS H I N GTO N I President Bush asked 
Congress on Monday to provide 
$ 81.9 billion more for wars in Iraq 
and Afghanistan and for other U.S. 
efforts overseas, pushing the total 
price tag for the conflicts and anti- 
terror fight past $300 billion. 

Republicans hope to push the 
package through Congress by early 
spring, reflecting both parties’ desire 
to finance U.S. troops in the field and 


give Iraqis more responsibility fol- 
lowing their national elections. Bush 
asked lawmakers to pay for the new 
spending by bor- 
rowing the money 
— which will make 
huge federal deficits 
even larger. 

“The majority 
of this request will 
ensure that our 
troops continue to get what they 
need to protect themselves and com- 
plete their mission,” Bush said in a 
statement. 

He also said the money would 


help continue the pursuit of terror- 
ists and help the United States “seize 
the opportunity to build peace and 
democracy in the Middle East.” 

The bulk of the package — $74.9 
billion — was for the Defense 
Department, ranging from the 
direct costs of fighting and replac- 
ing damaged equipment to training 
Iraqi and Afghan forces. 

There was also aid for U.S. allies 
like Pakistan and Ukraine, money 
to build a new embassy in Baghdad, 
assistance for tsunami- damaged 
Indian Ocean countries and help for 
victims ofwar in Sudan, alan fr am (ap)

The list of possible witnesses 
sounded like coming attractions 
for a major Hollywood spectacle: 
“Tonight Show” host Jay Leno, pro- 
ducer Quincy Jones, actor Corey 
Feldman, singer Stevie Wonder, 
and CNN’s Larry King are among 
the ensemble. 

Names of defense and pros- 
ecution witnesses were revealed 
to prospective jurors so attorneys 


could find out if any of the more 
than 240 members of the pool had 
associations that 
may be important 
in selecting a jury 
for the trial. 

But the judge 
advised the jury 
pool that some of 
the big names may 

be no-shows. 

Defense attorney Thomas 
Mesereau Jr. also named as pos- 
sible witnesses Jackson’s children 
Paris and Prince Michael, who have 
been raised in such seclusion that 
the public has never seen their faces.

Fills FDA 
Vacancy 

Acting chief Lester 
Crawford nominated 
to head health agency 

WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
Monday he will nominate Lester M. 
Crawford to be commissioner of the 
Food and Drug Administration, fill- 
ing a position that has been vacant 
for nearly a year amid rising con- 
cerns about the safety of drugs on 
the market. 

Crawford has been acting 
commissioner since March 2004, 
when then-direc- 
tor Mark McClellan 
was named to over- 
see the agency that 
runs Medicaid and 
Medicare. 

One of Craw- 
ford’s main tasks 
will be to protect the nation’s food 
supply from terrorism, according 
to his boss. Health and Human 
Services Secretary Mike Leavitt. 
He said recently that the FDA will 
expand to take on that role. 

In a statement, Leavitt called 
Crawford “an outstanding choice” 
for the post. 

Crawford’s nomination, which 
must be confirmed by the Senate, 
comes at a time when his agency is 
also under pressure to make drugs 
safer and more affordable, (ap)

Missile Defense System Test Fails 


WASHINGTON I AtestoftheU.S. mis- 
sile defense system failed Monday 
when an interceptor missile did not 
launch from its island base in the 
Pacific Ocean, the military said. It 
was the second failure in months for 
the experimental program. 

A statement from the Missile 
Defense Agency said the cause of 
the failure is under investigation. 

A spokesman for the agency, 
Rick Lehner, said early indica- 


tions pointed to a malfunction with 
the ground support equipment, 
not with the missile interceptor 
itself. 

If verified, that would be a relief 
for program officials because it 
would mean no new problems had 
been discovered with the missile. 
Previous failures of these high- 
profile, $85 million tests have been 
regarded as significant setbacks by 
critics of the program, (ap)

Hoffa Probe Hits 
Another Dead End 

D ET RO I T I Blood found on the floor of 
a Detroit home is not that of Jimmy 
Hoffa, investigators said Monday, 
ruling out what had looked like 
one of the most promising recent 
leads in the disappearance of the 
Teamsters boss 30 years ago. 

Authorities had ripped up floor- 
boards last May at a house where 
Delaware Teamsters official Frank 
Sheeran said he shot Hoffa to death. 

Police in the Detroit suburb of 


Bloomfield Township received 
a report from the FBI crime lab 
Monday concluding that human 
blood was on the floorboards, but 
that the blood was not Hoffa’s. 

Police Chief Jeffrey Werner 
said investigators were skeptical 
of the lead, but were obligated to 
pursue it after Fox News Channel 
claimed that its own investigation 
had turned up blood on the floor. 

Hoffa was last seen on July 30, 
1975, at a restaurant in Bloomfield 
Township. Sheeran died in 2003, and 
his claim was detailed in abook pub- 
lished months later, (ap)

Iraqi PM 
Choices 
Emerge 

Westernized, urbane 
eandidates seen as 
likely contenders 

BAG H D AD I After securing the larg- 
est bloc in Iraq’s new parliament, 
leaders of the clergy-backed Shiite 
alliance began talks on their choice 
for a new prime minister. 

In Sunday’s results, the United 
Iraqi Alliance scooped 48 per- 
cent of the vote for the National 
Assembly. It failed to secure the 
two -thirds majority, which would 
have allowed it to control the leg- 
islature and install 
whomever it wanted 
as president. 

The parties 
that make up 
the United Iraqi 
Alliance huddled 
for talks Monday to 
decide on a prime 
ministerial candi- 
date. Interim Vice 
President Ibrahim 
al-Jaafari was the 
Dawa Party’s choice; 
the Supreme Council 
for the Islamic Revolution in Iraq, 
or SCIRI, nominated Adel Abdul- 
Mahdi, the interim finance minister, 
said Humam Hamoudi, a spokesman 
for the United Iraqi Alliance. 

French- educated Abdul-Mahdi 
is the son of a respected Shiite cler- 
ic. Al-Jaafari, a physician, lived in 
London before serving on the 
now- disbanded Iraqi Governing 
Council. 

Ahmad Chalabi, the former 
Pentagon darling and a member 
of the alliance, has also thrown his 
name into the contest. But Abdul- 
Aziz al-Hakim, the turbaned cler- 
ic who led the ticket and who has 
close links to Iran, has said he’s not 
interested in the job. (ap)

Blast Kindles Memory of Bloody Past 


Beirut’s revival threatened as bomb kills ex-PM 


BEIRUTI The killing of former Prime 
Minister Rafik Hariri has revived 
fears that this country — flourishing 
after 15 years of civil war — might 
plunge anew into a period of politi- 
cal violence. 

The bomb that hit Hariri’s motor- 
cade, killing him and nine others 
came, ironically, in the very down- 
town district he helped to rebuild. 

The blast Monday and the set- 
back it represents do not come at 
a time of sectarian and religious 
strife in Lebanon, however, as dur- 


ing the civil war from 1975 to 1990. 
Instead, the political debate over 
Syria’s influence that turned ugly on 
Monday cuts across religious lines. 
Hariri, a Sunni Muslim, had many 
allies in the Christian camp. 

Hariri was an important sym- 
bol of Lebanon’s rebirth after its 
civil war. A self-made construc- 
tion tycoon who made his fortune 
in Saudi Arabia, Hariri became 


prime minister in 1992 under a 
peace deal that ended the civil 
war. In all, he had served as prime 
minister for 10 of the 14 years in 
the postwar period. 

Under Hariri, European invest- 
ment in Lebanon rebounded, and 
tourists, particularly from the Arab 
world, returned to the country. Now, 
however, it seems more uncertain 
whether Beirut can resume its old 
aura as the Paris of the Middle East.

59 Die in Fire at Iran Mosque 
After Woman’s Veil Ignites 


TEHRAN, IRAN I Afire raged through 
a crowded mosque in Tehran dur- 
ing evening prayers Monday after a 
female worshipper’s veil caught the 
flames of a kerosene heater, kill- 
ing at least 59 people, Iran’s official 
news agency reported. 

The Arg Mosque was filled 
with about 400 worshippers, more 
crowded than usual because this is 
the Islamic month of Muharram, a 
holy period for Shiite Muslims. 


Panicked people raced for the 
doors and smashed windows to 
escape the blaze. Women, who pray 
on the second floor of the mosque, 
separated from the men, had to race 
down stairs and through a narrow 
doorway to exit. Many stumbled and 
were trampled. 

Hospital records checked by The 
Associated Press showed that 40 of 
those killed and the majority of the 
250 injured were women, (ap)

License on Hold 


Board suspends right 
to serve aleohol after 
weekend s stabbing 

WASHINGTON | The troubled night- 
club where a man was stabbed to 
death over the weekend and a 
woman shot at had its liquor license 
suspended Monday. 

The decision was made at an emer- 
gency meeting of the D.C. Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board, whose chair- 
man, Charles A. Burger, said allowing 
further operations “constitutes and 
presents an imminent danger to the 
public.” Officials said a hearing had 
to be held before they could decide 


whether to revoke the license. 

Club U is located in the Reeves 
Center, a government building in 
Northwest. According to police, more 
than a dozen serious crimes have been 
reported at or within a block of the 
club in the last 20 months. 

Terrence Brown, 31, was killed 
early Sunday. Police believe Brown 
had been fighting with his attacker 
inside Club U, and the dispute spilled 
into the lobby, where Brown was 
stabbed repeatedly. Minutes earlier, a 
woman was knocked unconscious in 
the lobby.

Pentagon Police Officer 
Hit In Carjacking Dies 


WASHINGTON I A Pentagon Police 
officer died Monday from injuries 
he received last month when he was 
run down by a carj acker.

New weight machine 
has users moving in 
unconventional ways 

AT THE GYM I Most new weight 
equipment barely raises eyebrows 
when it appears in a gym; one 
machine looks much like another. 
Not so with Kinesis, a resistance 
weight-training system making 
its U.S. debut at the Equinox gym 
in Santa Monica, Calif. With their 
weight stacks, cables, sliding hand 
grips and sleek, undulating wood 
and metal design, the machines 
seem both familiar and peculiar. 

“It was kind of strange-looking, 
but it did look interesting,” said 
gym member Laurie DeYoung, 
23. “It looks like a cable machine, 
but it doesn’t feel like other cable 
machines.” 

The four machines in the sys- 
tem, which uses a pulley method 


with cables, allow users full range 
of motion and more unconventional 
movements — such as lying face- 
down on a stability ball and simulat- 
ing freestyle swimming motions, or 
hopping on a platform while holding 
the cables and doing a chest press. 

The system doesn’t include 
attached benches or seats, which 
means users must engage more core 
muscles while stabilizing their bod- 
ies. The machines have grips and 
pads that slide along the cables. 

Because the machines sit side by 
side, cables can be mixed; one arm 
can do a chest press with a vertically 
mounted cable while the other does 
a bicep curl with a horizontal cable. 
The cables can stretch far for car- 
dio-type movements and plyomet- 
rics. The proximity of the machines 
also makes circuit training easy. 

Kinesis’ official rollout is 
in March in San Francisco.

KETBALL team fell to Duke

or 60 years old. Missing were the 
screaming Terps that filled Comcast 
Center for the men’s game against 
Duke the night before. 

Where were the painted faces? 
Where were the bare chests? Where 
were the screaming groups clad in 
their flashy costumes and flamboy- 
ant red wigs? Last time I checked, 
having clean clothes wasn’t exactly 
a problem for 
most college 
kids. Why 
didn’t the 
fans recycle 
Saturday’s 
attire and 
come out 
to support 
the women’s 
team? 

Keep in mind that the Terrapins 
are not only consistently ranked 
among the country’s top 25 wom- 
en’s programs, but Maryland is also 
one of the nation’s best in scoring 
and field goal percentage. 

Even if the women’s team had 
beaten the Blue Devils, the win 
would’ve stood in the shadows of 
College Park’s venerated basketball 
God: The men’s team. 

And despite the large crowd, the 
record-breaking attendance was due 
in large part to countless advertising 
ploys and a 47-inch plasma televi- 
sion raffle. What does it say about 
the state of women’s basketball 
when you have to gimmick people 
into supporting your team? 

You cannot surmise the support 
of an entire program based on one 
game of stellar attendance. It’s sad 
when the story behind great athletes 
is not their performance, but the 
lack thereof from their fans.

HOCKEY I With its do -or- die dead- 
line come and gone and no deal in 
sight, the NHL circled Wednesday 
as the day it would call off what 
little was left of a decimated sea- 
son, The Associated Press learned 
Monday. 

Despite a last-gasp meeting 
Monday between the league and 


the players’ union. Commissioner 
Gary Bettman still planned to can- 
cel the remaining games, a source 
close to the negotiations said on 
condition of anonymity. 

The NHL announced that 
Bettman would speak at a news 
conference Wednesday in New York, 
but declined to give details. 


It would become the first major 
professional league in North 
America to lose an entire season 
because of a labor dispute. The 
Stanley Cup has been awarded 
every year since 1919, when a flu 
epidemic canceled the finals. 

But more than two -thirds of the 
season and the All-Star game already 
have been lost to alockoutthat started 
Sept. 16.

Long live 
The King 


Legendary singer 
Solomon Burke has 
come for his throne 

COMEBACKS I Anyone coming into 
the presence of King Solomon ought 
to be armed with this bit of wisdom: 
Prepare to take your shoes off and 
set a spell. 

Sitting on a gilt, bejeweled, red 
velvet- accented throne in the liv- 
ing room of his two -story home in 
L.A.’s San Fernando Valley, Solomon 
Burke, the man dubbed “the king of 
rock ’n’ soul” in the 1960s, exudes an 
aura that’s part beneficent monarch, 
part folksy Jed Clampett, complete 
with a welcoming hug. 

Burke, 64, is hoping to throw 
his bear-like frame around music 
fans once again with his forthcom- 
ing album, “Make Do With What 
You Got,” the follow-up to his 2002 
career-revitalizing collection, “Don’t 
Give Up on Me.” 

That album found the singer in 
superb voice more than four decades 


after first hitting the charts with 
“Just Out of Reach (Of My Two 
Open Arms)” and “Cry to Me.” 
More important, he had songs equal 
to that voice by such stellar writ- 
ers (and fans) as Bob Dylan, Elvis 
Costello, Van Morrison, Tom Waits, 
Brian Wilson and Nick Lowe. 

The album was the result of 
an unlikely deal with Anti-/Fat 
Possum, an offshoot of the punk 
label Epitaph — a fitting associa- 
tion given Burke’s other careers as 
ordained minister and mortician. 

Andy Kaulkin, president of Anti, 
said he hoped the one-album deal 
would catapult Burke to a label with 
more resources. Soon enough, Burke 
got a call from retro -oriented label 
Shout! Factory, and “Make Do With 
What You Got” was born. 

Musicians eager to hear Burke’s 
elegantly soft, urgently gritty voice 
sing their words offered more songs, 
resulting in numbers from the 
Rolling Stones, Robbie Robertson, 
Coco Montoya and Dr. John. 

Amid the material on the new

album is “After All These Years,” 
which Burke started four years ago 
with his friend Eddie Towns:

In simpler times, everyone had a 
card table. It had myriad uses: a 
bridge table for weeknights with 
the parent’s friends, the kids’ table 
at festive gatherings and the crafts 
table at scout meetings. It came in 
handy for jigsaw puzzles, too. 

People make millions playing 
poker now, and millions watch 
them on TV. We envy the sun- 
glasses, those piles of chips — and 
that cool poker table. 

You want one, and furniture 
makers are listening. What they’re 
hearing, though, is that style is as 
important as function. Game tables 
— including ones for chess, checkers 
and/or backgammon — also must 
be stylish, able to blend with upscale 
furnishings or convert from game 
table to regular table. 

And, as befits an era of entertain-

For people seeking quality and 
function, but who also must weigh 
price, Kinney said, Fedde carries a 
Gardena, Calif, company’s tables at 
about $1,000 each, with matching 
chairs in the $500 range. 

Maitland-Smith and I.M. David 
have plenty of competition, though. 
As the Wall Street Journal report-

A George II walnut folding 
game table, 36 inches by 36 inches, 
retails for $6,600, and a similar- 


sized George III octagon-shaped 
mahogany table runs $7,650. 

Like to shop online? Stine Game 
Tables, at www.stinegametables 
.com, invites you to build your own 
table, choosing wood, felt color, 
accents and pedestal style. Its tables 
are about $3,800. 

Of course, ifyou have Champagne 
tastes on a beer budget, there are 
alternatives. Costco, for example, 
carries a game table that includes 
craps, blackjack, roulette and chess, 
but converts into a desk or end table 
for $279.99. It also offers a rosewood 
pedestal poker table for eight players, 
at $479.99. And Bombay Co. recent- 
ly had two offerings — the Monaco 
card table and the Newcastle game 
table — marked down to $99.

Post technology columnist ROB PEGORARO was online Monday to discuss the 
Napster To Go portable music service | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


I have been using Napster To Go 
and for me it seems to work. I have 
access to the entire library to sample 
and pay 99 cents per track for the 
songs I want to keep for CD. I don’t 
see the subscription as a problem. 

I can actually see Napster To Go 
working as an adjunct to one’s reg- 
ular music buying — but then $15 
a month seems too much, as some 
months I don’t spend that much on 
music, period. 

Will there ever be a service where 
you pay a monthly fee but you get to 
have some rights to the music? 

Check out emusic.com, which 
charges a subscription fee for a set 
amount of non- copy-restricted 
MP3 downloads from indie record 
labels. The major labels, however, 
have never shown any interest in 
this business model, even though 
one of them, Vivendi Universal, 
owns emusic.com. 

Suppose I sign up for Napster To Go, 
download songs and my hard drive 
crashes. Let’s say I don’t know that 
I should back up my music and other 
files. Will Napster have a record of 


what I downloaded so I don’t have to 
recreate my song collection? 

Yes, that service will. It’s unique 
in that respect; even regular, non- 
rental downloads can be restored 
once you log in again and use the 
“sync/restore command.” The major 
downside of that is that you can’t 
move songs between computers at 
all — you can only download them 
from scratch. 

I got burned recently when I down- 
loaded an album from MSN Music 
then found I couldn’t play the album 
on my mobile player. I had bought a 
$10 chunk of wasted memory. 

That is a risk — not all Windows 
Media- compatible players can 
accept the downloads offered at 
MSN, and knowing which is which 
isn’t obvious. 

Anyway, your money isn’t “wast- 
ed” — just burn that album to CD, 
then re -rip to MP3s that you can 
play on any device available.
